President Is Desired. 
Washington, July 12.—W. A. Led be t- 
j ter of Oklahoma has written to Attor­ 
ney General Bonaparte advising him 
of the call for the reassembling of the 
constitutional convention in that terri­ 
tory, and .stating that a considerable 
number of the members of the conven­ 
tion desired to have an expression 
from the president as to the merits 
of the provisions contained in the con­ 
stitution now proposed. 
The attorney 
general, in his reply, has addressed a 
letter to W. H. Murray, president of 
the convention, saying that It is the 
plain intent of the Oklahoma enabling 
act that the voters of the two territo 
ries, through their representatives in 
the constitutional convention, should 
themselves frame a constitution; that 
the duty of the president is limited to 
deciding whether the constitution they 
frame evidently 
satisfies 
the tests 
fixed by congress, and that no further 
reference to congress of the question 
whether they are fit for statehood 
would be necessary or advisabl. 
He 
further states that it would be alto­ 
gether at variance with the spirit and 
purpose of the enabling act for the 
president to aid in framing this instru­ 
ment when he must afterward decide 
whether it is such an instrument as 
Justifies their immediate admission 
under the terms of the act.

that he has no objection however, to 
furnishing a list of provisions in the 
constitution, as 
now 
proposed,

which objections have been filed with 
the president and the department of 
justice.
